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REMARKS 

Claims 13-21 arc allowed. 

Claims 5 and 7 are rejected as being dependant upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable If rewritten in independent form. 

Claims 1-5 and 32 are rejected under 35 USC §103(a), as allegedly being unpatentable 
over Krivolcapic et al. (US 6,512,273, hcreiniter "Krivokapic") in view of Yu et al. (US 
5,747,373, hereinafter "Yu"). 

Claims 1, 8, 1 1 and 32 arc rejected under 35 USC § 103(a), as allegedly being 
unpatentable ovcrRcndon et al. (US 6,908,822, hcremfter "Rendon") in view of Yu. 

Claims 1-3, 6, 12 and 32 are rejected under 35 USC § 103(a), as allegedly being 
unpatentable over Ycap el al. (US 6,753,242, herein fter "Yeap") in view of Yu. 

Claims 1 , 9, 12 and 32 are rejected under 35 USC §1 03(a), as allegedly being 
unpatentable over Lee et al. (US 6,908,822, hereinfler "Lee") in view of Yu. 

Applicants respectfully traverse the §103(a) rejections with the following arguments. 
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Applicants respectfully contend that claims 1 and 32 are not unpatentable over 
Krivokapic in view of Yu, Rendon in view of Yu, Ycap jn Yiew of Yu, or Lee in view of Yu 
because these references do not teach or suggest each and every feature of independent claims 1 
and 32, because claims 1 and 32 have been amended to incorporate the allowable subject matter 
of dependent claim 5. 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully maintain that claims 1 and 32 are not unpatentable 
over Krivokapic and Yu, Rcndon in view or Yu, Ycap in view of Yu, or Lee in view of Yu, and 
that claims 1 and 32 arc in condition for allowance. Since claims 2-4, 6-9, 1 1 and 12 depend 
from claim t, Applicants contend that claims 2-4, 6-9, 1 1 and 12 arc likewise in condition for 
allowance. 
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Conclusion 



Based on the preceding arguments, Applican ts respectfully believe that claims 1-4, 6-9, 
1 1-21 and 32, as well as the entire application, meet the acceptance criteria for allowance and
